Subpart A—Introduction and
General Provisions

§222.101 Purpose and scope of regula-
tions.

(a) The regulations of parts 222, 223,
and 224 of this chapter implement the
Endangered Species Act (Act), and gov-
ern the taking, possession, transpor-
tation, sale, purchase, barter, expor-
tation, importation of, and other re-
quirements pertaining to wildlife and
plants under the jurisdiction of the
Secretary of Commerce and determined
to be threatened or endangered pursu-
ant to section 4(a) of the Act. These
regulations are implemented by the
National Marine Fisheries Service, Na-
tional Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad-
ministration, U.S. Department of Com-
merce, This part pertains to general
provisions and definitions. Specifically,
parts 223 and 224 pertain to provisions
to threatened species and endangered
species, respectively. Part 226 enumer-
ates designated critical habitat for en-
dangered and threatened species. Cer-
tain of the endangered and threatened
marine species enumerated in §§224.102
and 223.102 are included in Appendix I
or II to the Convention on Inter-
national Trade of Endangered Species
of Wild Fauna and Flora. The importa-
tion, exportation, and re-exportation of
such species are subject to additional
regulations set forth at 50 CFR part 23,
chapter I.
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(b) For rules and procedures relating
to species determined to be threatened
or endangered under the jurisdiction of
the Secretary of the Interior, see 50
CFR parts 10 through 17. For rules and
procedures relating to the general im-
plementation of the Act jointly by the
Departments of the Interior and Com-
merce and for certain species under the
joint jurisdiction of both the Secre-
taries of the Interior and Commerce,
see 50 CFR Chapter IV. Marine mam-
mals listed as endangered or threat-
ened and subject to these regulations
may also be subject to additional re-
quirements pursuant to the Marine
Mammal Protection Act (for regula-
tions implementing that act, see 50
CFR part 216).

(c) No statute or regulation of any
state shall be construed to relieve a
person from the restrictions, condi-
tions, and requirements contained in
parts 222, 223, and 224 of this chapter. In
addition, nothing in parts 222, 223, and
224 of this chapter, including any per-
mit issued pursuant thereto, shall be
construed to relieve a person from any
other requirements imposed by a stat-
ute or regulation of any state or of the
United States, including any applicable
health, quarantine, agricultural, or
customs laws or regulations, or any
other National Marine Fisheries Serv-
ice enforced statutes or regulations.

Accelerator funnel means a device
used to accelerate the flow of water
through a shrimp trawl net.

Act means the Endangered Species
Act of 1973, as amended, 16 U.S.C. 15631
et seq.

Adequately covered means, with re-
spect to species listed pursuant to sec-
tion 4 of the Act, that a proposed con-
servation plan has satisfied the permit
issuance criteria under section
10(a)(2)(B) of the Act for the species
covered by the plan and, with respect
to unlisted species, that a proposed
conservation plan has satisfied the per-
mit issuance criteria under section
10(a)(2)(B) of the Act that would other-
wise apply if the unlisted species cov-
ered by the plan were actually listed.
For the Services to cover a species
under a conservation plan, it must be
listed on the section 10(a)(1)(B) permit.

Atlantic Shrimp Fishery—Sea Turtle
Conservation Area (Atlantic SFSTCA)
means the inshore and offshore waters
extending to 10 nautical miles (18.5 km)
offshore along the coast of the States
of Georgia and South Carolina from the
Georgia-Florida border (defined as the
line along 30°4245.6” N. lat.) to the
North Carolina-South Carolina border
(defined as the line extending in a di-
rection of 135°34’65” from true north
from the North Carolina-South Caro-
lina land boundary, as marked by the
border station on Bird Island at
33°51’07.9” N. lat., 078°32'32.6” W. long.).
